As per claims 1 ,26, and 67, it was not found to be taught in the prior art of a set 
of private key parameters comprise a parameter k sub p, wherein k sub p is derived 
from k sub p (p-1) mod e = 1 , p is a prime factor of a public modulus and e is a given 
public exponent. The private key can be recovered from the set of stored private key 
parameters. 

As per claims 54 and 68, it was not found to be taught in the prior art of a set of 
private key parameters comprise a parameter k, wherein parameter k is derived from 
k(p-1 )(q-1 ) mod e = 1 , p and q are given prime factors of a public modulus, and e is a 
given public exponent wherein the private key is recovered.
